HE CHINA HiUAlib. 


HONGKONG, THURSDAY, JAN. 17, 1878, 


In writing recently on the Grant-in-Aid 
Scheme we expressed surprise that any 
person engaged in the work of education 
in Hongkong should hold aloof from 
such an excellent means as this for sub- 
sidising the various educational establish- 
ments of the Colony without at the same 
time entrenching on religious beliefs and 
prejudices. We pointed out that an 
enlightened government of the present 
day is bound to asaure itself: by investig- 
ation of some kind that the public money 
it expends on education is fairly earned, 
and that the system of instraction it thus 
aids is worthy of its support ; that’ it is 
the province of a government to care for 
the education of its people, and that the 
government. who would hand this duty 
entirely over to priests, without care ag 
tothe results, would be neglecting. its 
duty; that the Grant-in-Aid Scheme’ 
here is arranged on as liberal a scale as 
the finances of the Colony warrant, and 
that the’ Scheme is, moreover, based on 
exactly the same principles as the one in 
England. A. correspondent, “R.:.0,,” 
undertook 8 reply to.this. article, but 
the sum* and substance’ of his letter, 
so far as it. referred to- the‘ points

Board of Works, or other similar 
bodies, and in its -wisdom it has -esta- 
blished the Central School, As a public 
school it is free from denominational 
teaching, as axe the Board Schools .at 
Home. It is nonsense to ‘talk of the 
superior education afforded at the..Cen- 
tral School. It is perhaps hardly equal 
to the requirements of European children 
in this Colony, and we:maintain ‘the 
right of European’ residents horo, as 
heavy rate-payers, to have a publio school 
in the Oolony in which their children 
may be educated. according to. the clasa 
of education prevailing .at Home. 
Considering the comparatively’ small 
amount contributed by Roman Catholics 
towards.’ the -revenue’ of. the Colony, 
while half or more- of the’.

Dear Brother, —General Graf von Grobon 
has handed, to me the official as well as 
private letter of your Majesty, and I send 
your friendly messenger back to -you with 
suswers to both. He will be able to toll 
‘ou by word of mouth what. I can only do 
imperfectly in writing, how deep is my 
rogret that, after we have gone hand in hand 


Joyally, until now, you should separate 


from us at this critical moment, ..My regret 
is all the greater by reason of my Sabillty 
even to comprehond the reason which 
Induced your Majesty to take this step. 
The recent Russian proposals came 6san 
answer to the very lagt attompt at a com- 
promise which the Powers considered they 
could make with honour, ond they have 
been. rejeated by the Vienna Oonforence, 
not because they were merely: at variance 
with the. language of tho programme, but 
because they were directly contrary. to its 
meaning. Your Majesty’s envoy has taken 
part in this Conference and its decision, 
and when your Majesty says, ‘‘ where the 
vooation of diplomacy ends, there that of 
the Sovereign may with propriety begin,” 
L cannot conour in any such line of de- 
maroation, for what my ambassador does 
he does in my name, and consequently I 
feel myself not only-bound in honour, but 
also constrained by an imporative obliga- 
tion to accept. the consequences, whatever 
they may be, of the line which he has been 
direoted to adopt. se 
. The consequences of a wat, frightful and 


incalculable as they sre, aro as distressing” 


to me to contem ate as they are to your 
Majeaty. I am also'aware that the Emperor 
of Russia does not wish for wat. But he 
makes demands upon the Porte which the 
united Koropean Powers, yourself included, 
have solemnly: declared to be incom- 
patible with the independence of the Porte 
and the equilibrium of Hurope,: In view 
of this declaration, and of the presence 
of the Russian army of invasion in the 
Princfpalities, the Powers <;pat be prepared 
to support. their words - by ‘ acts. lf the 
‘Turk now retires into the background, and 
the impending war appears to you to be 
a “war for an idea,’ the reason is simply 
this, that the very motives which urge on 
the Emperor, in spite of the protest of all 
Europe, and at the risk of a war that may 
devastate the world, to persist in his de- 
mands, disclose'a determination to realise a 
fixed idea, aud that the grand ulterior con- 
sequences of the. war must be regarded as 
far more important than its original 
ostensible’ cause, which in the beginning 
ppeared to be neither more nor less than 
the key'to the back door of a mosque. 
Your Majesty calls upon mo ‘to probe 
tha qitiestion to the bottom in the spirit and’ 
love of peace, and to build a bridge for the 
Imperial honour.” . . . All the dovices 
and ingenuity of diplomacy and also of 
goodwill have been squandered during the 
fast nine months in vain attempts to build 
up such a bridge! ‘ Projets de Notes, con- 
ventions, protocols, do., d&c.. by the dozen 
have emanated from ‘the’ Chancelieries of 
the different-Powers, and the ink that has 
gone ‘to the penning of them might well 
be valled a second Black Sea.
